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James Angleton, CIA, furnished the following

Chief Justice Warren’s statement to the effect that Mrs. Oswald’s 
testimony before the Commission might not bo revealed to the public 
for years. Warren’s statement left the impression that information 
presented before the Commission would be held secret. Angleton 
emphasized that Warren's statement obviously has set off a flurry of 
speculation in the foreign press which could be most prejudicial to 
U. S. Interests and specifically to the FBI and CIA. 




Angleton stated that the Italian newspaper ”11 Messagero" 
(middle-of-the-road publication of the Christian Democratic Party) 
carried an article datelincd 2/3/64, Hew York City, written by Lupio 
Manisco, the publication’s Hew York correspondent. This article 
stated, ’’The declarations of Chief Justice Warren to the effect that 
the testimony of Mrs. Oswald would not bo released in our generation 
could be- related to rumors circulating in Washington, D. C., for the 
past month; namely, that Oswald worked for CIA in the Soviet Union 
and that he reportedly was used by FBI to infiltrate pro-Castro 
organizations after he returned from Russia.” This particular article 
apparently gave rise to other articles which have appeared in Italian 
newspaper§- in the last two or three days; these newspapers weie 
"Avanti , ,f a Socialist publication; "Paeso Cera,” a crypto-communist 
newspaper,- and "Unita," a Communist Party publication. The headlines 
on thes«* nev.'sp: pers read. "CIA Sent Oswald to U.S.S.R. ; FBI Use 
Oswald as Provclcateur"; 'Leo Oswald Employed by FBI ; and *Oswald In 
Service of FBI,”

momenU n. Alt! ough it appears the stories have been re st r *cted to 
Italy', there is every reason to believe that the press in other 
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countries will follow tho same line. We also can't discount the fact 
^that the Soviets and communists ma y bo behind this entire m anfruyex* 

RECOMMENDATION ;
